Honesty in Politics is One of the First 
! ‘Essentials | 


(Dr. J. G. Shearer) 


A. former, article emphasized the 
“necessity for a high standard in mind 


“and morals on the part of the citizens 


generally if democracy is to prove in 


* practise an emicient form of wre 


ment; 

One of the poled at ‘which dst: 
_ oracy is tested and ii consequent dan- 
‘ger is at the ballot box. The secret 
ballot is a safeguard of. honesty and 

freedom in this expression of political 
manhood and womanhodd,. It makes 
possible an honest vote. It is, not. 
sufficient to guarantee it.. There are 
sinister influences at work. One of 

‘these is the purchasing of votes. . The 
effort undoubtedly is too frequently 
inade in. keen party contests. In 
many cases it is successful. An hon- 
ored member of the House of Com- 
mons is authority for the statement 
in my possession—a signed statement 
-that in his constituency, a rural one 
" in Hastern Canada, 70%per’ cent. of the 
electors Were open to receive whiskey 
or money or both, and 50 per cent. 
importune candidates or workers for 
money or liquor or both.» There are 
cases on public record where profess- 
ing Christian men~were the agents 
for distribution of corrupt funds and 
liquor, It would-séem that many 
men who are honest in business have 

“no conception of honesty in polities. 
The, president of one df the universi- 
ties tells that when“he went to. vote 
in a certain general election he met 
an. official of a rural church of the de- 
nomination to which he belonged and 
in conversation was informed that this 

. man had two sons voting for the first 
time at this election and that he, the 
father, had thought well to give them 
advice about their duty in the exeér- 
cise of their-new power of manhood, 
and had said, “boys take all the money 
the Tories wiil give you and take all 
the money the Grits will give you— 
‘Duty “vote Your “conscience!” ©. What 
did this man mean by “voting your 
conscience?” & simply “Vote. your 
party ticket.” 

But aside from cases of rigid party 
electors who will take money but-not 
sell their votes the party system lends 
itself to the buying of seats in parlia- 
ment, legislature or municipal council. 
In each 1,000 electors in a close con- 
stituency there may ber 400 of one 
party, 400 of the other, 100. independ- 
ents and. 100 purchasable voters. The 
keen election leaders will concentrate 
on the 200, half of whom can be 
beught, and the other half must be 

_ persuaded. A ‘purchasable ten per’ 
cent. may decide an election ina large 
number of constitueticies, “ Here lies 
a very strong temptation to unscrupu- 
lous candidates and party leaders. 
The history of practical politics in 

’ Canada provides all too clear and un- 

. Savory evidence that in a certain num- 
ber’ of constituehcies, the temptation 
has been yielded to and the will of 
the people defeated. Democracy has 
in that case and-to that extent failed. 

Practical politicians not» infrequent- 
ly: speak of politics,as “the greatest 
game on earth.” If jt is merely a 
strenuous struggle between two teams 
for the victory—and glory—if not the 
spoils, there is practical certainty that 
the welfare of the people will be a 
secondary consideration if a considéra- 
tion at all. Politics ought to be the 
“science of social welfare”; this only, 
this - always. All else is secondary 
and comparatively unimportant. 

The growth of a spirit of independ- 
cnce among electors and the conse- 
quent readiness to vote against the 
party of their preference is a hopeful 
sign of the times. - The rugged inde- 
pendence ofthe electorate in Great 
Britain is well known. The average, 
life ofa government there is not above 
four or five years. And the life -éf 
governments in Canada would seem 
to be growing shorter. Insofar as 
this indicates a development of the 
spirit of independence in politics it 
would seem to be in the interests of 
the whole people and to make for suc- 
cessful democracy. 

One of the greatest needs is a larg- 
er number of men and women of real 
ability offering themselves as repre- 
sentative. To such men and omen 
this means real sacrifice of selfinter-| 


st but it.means also the spirit of ser-| 


vice in politics.: Service ought to be 
‘the universal ideal not in potitics 
alone but in commerce, industry, the 
professions—indeed in every sphere of 
life. aie f 
One thing that. would lead more 
- worth-while men and women to offer’ 
themselves for service in politics is 
the elimination of slanderous abuse 
from platform and press in political 
campaigning which in the past has 
been, and in the present is, altogether 
too common. 

It would be highly amusing were it 
not so serious to read the purely party 
_ prgand\and to /hear some leaders’ 
oma ogg in a heated contest. It is

In the fine months ending May 31st 
last, Canada « “exported to the United 
Kingdom 146,910,332 bushels of wheat 
valued at $163;711,444, compared with 
91,125,687. bushels’ valued at $111,- 
736,057, in the corresponding period of 
1922, To the United States for the 
same period 10, 626,416 bushels vahied 
at $11,480,534, compared with 11,863,- 
660 bushels valued at $13,872,800 last 
year, The .exparts--of. wheat flour -to 
the United Kingdom in’ the’ nine 
months. this year were 3,736,310 bar- 
rels valued’ at $20,641,585 compared 
with 3,576,420 barrels valued at. $22,- 
577,364 last. year. To the. United 
States this year were exported 380,- 
243 barrels of wheat flour valued at 
$2,306,222, compared with 548,278 bar- 
rels valued at $3,409,711 in 1922-~The 
total exports of wheat in -the nine 
months ending May 31 this year were 
188,369,086 bushels valued at $207,- 
112,321, compared. with 125,715,932 | 
bushels valued at $152,559,367 in 1922, | 
and of wheat flour the totals this year 


‘were 8,732,464: barrels. valued at $49,- 


711,852, compared ‘with 6,036,648 bar-

gratifying increase, but that in exports 
to the United States there is a de- 
crease of over twelve hundred thous- 
and bushels of wheat and 168,035 bar- 
rels of flour.
